In a 
century of many great thinkers few, if 
any, have left a more lasting influence on 
subsequent generations. As a writer he

Yet all these qualities were biended in 
T: s Wesley in a most remarkable degree, 
and, above all else, he had the gift of 
being thorough in all he dic. Sach a 
colibination in one man could noi fail to 
make a leader of men. His was the genius 
and his the’ power behind tha: religious 
revival of the eighteenth century which 
roused the Church of Englan. from the 
coma in which she lay. gk rom his founda- 
tion at Oxford of a little band of High 
Church ascetics, uniil his dewth, Wesley 
was,actuated by the purest of motives, 
a>’ filled with the most ard.nt devotion 
for the spiritual welfare of manvind. If 
his methods occasionally caused ‘itterness 
between him and the clergy o° the Estab- 
lished Church, no enmity teards him 
ever quenched in the smallest degree hie 
devotion to the Church of England. 


TWENTY-ONE VISITS. 
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No small part of Wesley’s work was 
done in Ireland. His ‘‘ Journal ’ contains 
the records of no less than twenty-one 
visits, and he preached in almost one 
hundred and fifty towns and villages. His 
custom was to preach twice daily, often at 
five o’clock in the morning and again in 
the afternoon or evening. Usually "se 
rode from place to pjace, and, as he rode 
he read. 

Wesley’s first visit to Ireland took place 
in 1747. He arrived in Dublin from Holy- 
head on Sunday morning, August 9th, and 
on the same evening he preached in St. 
Mary's Church. On the following Sunday 
he attended Services in St. James’s 
Church and Christ Church Cathedral, 
His first impressions of the Dublin of the 
eighteenth century are ne£ without 
interest. He visited the Phoenix Park, 
and says “ that part of it which joins the 
city is sprinkled up and down with trees 
not unlike Hyde Park.” He remarks on 
the scarcity of public buildings, but 
admires the Parliament House and the 
newly-built Library of Trinity Colleze. 
St. Stephen’s Green disappoints him; he 
deplores the poor and irregular houses 
which surround it, and the scant care 
which is bestowed on the Green itself. 

Tt is his description of the provincial 
towns and their inhabitants that interests 
most. He has something to say of nearly 
every town he visited, and he sets forth 
his impressions of their inhabitants in 
terms that sometimes do not flatter. His 
first tour was to the Midlands, and among 
the first towns in which he preached were 
Philipstown, .Tullamore and Clara. In 
Clara many who were on their way to a 
famous cock-fight stopped to hear the 
preacher and ‘‘ forget their diversion.”’ 
Moate he describes as the pleasantest town 
he had yet seen in Ireland, while the 
people of Athlone were well-behaved and 
attentive. On one occasion, while in 
Ath'one, he met a bridegroom who was in 
his ninety-second year. ° 


*SENSELESS MULTITUDE.” 


The first visit to Birr was not too satis- 
factory. He preached to a ‘‘dull, rude, 
senseless multitude,’’ and incidentally he 
was indisposed for several days after his 
sojourn in Birr from having eaten an egg 
that was scarcely new-laid. However, in 
subsequent visits to this town he found 
much improvement in the attentiveness of 
his hearers. Mountmellick and Portar- 
lington received frequent visits from 
Wesley. Portarlington was fickle in its 
receptions ; the ‘‘ congregation was exceed- 
ingly well dressed but ill behaved.’’ He 
notes that, at that time, this town was 
inhabited chiefly by French. ' In Mary- 
borough, on the invitation of the rector, 
ha preached in the church. He praises 
the elegance of the church and the serious- 
ness of the congregation. 

Wesley made frequent tours through 
Munster, and, as was natural, Limerick 
and Cork received many visitations. He 
attended Service in Limerick Cathedral, 
and was appreciative of its beauty. Here 
his usual place for preaching was at 
“ Mardyke (an open space without the 
walls).’’ A few days before one of his 
visits to Limerick no small stir had been 
caused by a duel which had been fought 
between two officers who had quarrelled 
while playing dice. The duel took place 
at the Island. One of the antagonists 
was mortally wounded, and diec on the 
same afternoon ‘‘ like a man of honour.’’ 
South of Limerick, at Killihen, Bally- 
garane, and Court Matrass, there were 
German settlements. He records that 
there were no ale-houses in any of these 
places, nor were the inhabitants given to 
cursing or swearing. 


CORK DISTURBANCE. 


During Wesley’s first visit to Cork there 
was some disturbance owing to the 
activities of a ballad singe: named 
Nicholas Butler, who, with a mob, 
attempted to storm the house where Wesley 
preached. In Cork Wesley had a strong 
following, and it was here, during his last 
visit, that he preached his famous 
‘*Korah’’ sermon, in which he 
‘‘endeavoured to quench the fi:: which 
some had laboured to kindle among the 
poor quiet people about separating from 
the Church.”’ 

Most of the towns in Clare and Cork 
were visited by Wesley. On one occasion, 
when he was at Clonmel, the room in 
which he was preaching collapsed just as 
the sermon ended. Several ;»cople were 
injured, and a vow was made that hence- 
forth no Methodist should preach in 
Clonmel. Wesley dil preach there again, 
fortunately without any further disasters. 
Waterford, Kilkenny and Carlow were 
visited on several occasions, as well as 
many towns in Wexford and Wicklow. 
Once he met serious difficulties at W ater- 
ford. Kilkenny, he says, is “ noble in 
ruins”; its streets are paved with marble. 
The Cathedral, which he visited on Sun- 
day, July 11th, 1762, appealed to him. 

In the West of Ireland he had a good 
reception. For the most part the churches 
were at his disposal. At Aughrim he was 
welcomed by the rector, and had also the 
same experience at Castlebar. In both 
churches he officiated at the Servicer. 
Galway city, he says, is “old and not ill- 
built” At FEyrecourt he tells cf the 
famous staircase in Lord Fyre’s house. 


TOURS IN ULSTER

tours in Ulster as much as those which he 
made throughy the other provinces.

“Hire Purchase” Railway Tickets. 


In these days of traffic competition, 
railway companies are displaying enter- 
prise and resourcefulness hitherto un- 
dreamt of. A few months ago, the 
suggestion that ‘‘ hire purchase ” prin- 
ciples should be applied to railway 
tickets might be looked for in the columns 
of, Punch. Now, the London and 
North-Eastern Railway Company adver- 
tise an elaborate scheme under which 
passengers make weekly, or monthly, 
déposits at their booking offices, and find 
their holiday tickets waiting for them 
when the time arrives.

A New Eton. 


The Ypres Times of July gives an 
account of a British school which is 
nearing completion in the town, with the 
object of “educating British children 
whose parents are employed by the Im- 
perial War Graves’ Commission in the 
care of the cemeteries in that area. At 
the end of last year there were nearly a 
hundred of these boys and girls attend- 
ing Belgian schools, and up to two 
hundred of them were present at a Christ- 
mas party in the neighbourhood.

Cardinal Logue s Biographer. 


The Rev. Patrick Joseph Toner, D.D., 
who is at present busy compiling a 
biography of the late Cardina] Logue, 
attained an eminent position in the 
Roman Catholic world as Professor of 
Dogmatic Theology at St. Patrick's 
College, Maynooth. 

Dr. Toner was born in Armagh in 1874, 
and after his education at St. Patrick’s 
College went to Maynooth, where he was 
ordained in 1897. He was Professor of 
Dogmatic Theology at St. Paul’s Seminary 
from 1899 until 1904, when he took up his 
appointment at Maynootu. 

e has high literary qualities, which 
have found expression in Lis work as co- 
editor of the. Irish Theological Quarterly, 
and by his contributions to the Catholic 
Encyclopedia. He lives at Portadown, 
Couuty Armagh. 


MAC arbles. 


I see that a marbles championship is 
still held in America, which reminds me 
that the game of “ hole and taw’’ is now 
non-existent in Dublin, and that the 
coloured glass marble which at one time, 
not very long ago, was the plaything of 
most boys, is now an antique worth five 
shillings. 

Marbles was a very popular pastime 
among the boys of Dublin some years 
ago, and was played openly in the streets, 
and in the various playgrounds in and 
around the city. Now the boys of Dublin, 
through lack of convenient playgrounds 
and suitable alleys, content themselves 
with playing handball against dead walls, 
hoardings, and the gable-ends of houses. 
Rounders and leap-frog are other games 
now seldom played in Dublin. 


A Professorial Appointment. 


Professor William John Dakin, of 
Liverpool University, who has been 
invited by the New South Wales Senate 
to occupy the Chair of Zoology in succes- 
sion to the late Professor Lancelot Harri- 
son, will be remembered at Belfast, for he 
was Assistant Lecturer at the University 
of Belfast in 1909.

THE CHARM OF 
ACHILL. 


x——

[7 is the adventurous tourist that turns 

his back upon the comfortable Railway 
Hotel, and the trim fuchsia hedges of 
Mallaranny, and pushes on still further 
West to the Island of Achill. Just across 
the long hiidge that now connects the 
island with the mainland lies the village 
that, to the women of Dooagh and Keel, is 
only less important as a marketing centre 
than the far distant metropolis of West- 
port. 

There is no railway hotel in Achill; for 
there is no railway, but numerous houses 
open their hospitable doors to summer 
visitors, and Dugort can kocst of a hotel 
and boarding houses galore. The roads 
that intersect the island are v-ry fair— 
much better than more ambitious, steam- 
rolled roads that have fallen on evil 
times—and, if the hackney Fords, that 
dagh here and there, rattle a good deal— 
well, that is not altogether the fault of 
the highways on which they travel. 


MARVELLOUS COLOURING. 


The thing that must strike every visitor 
to Achill is the marvellous colouring of 
the place—the fuchsia hedges, the 
amethyst bog that only stops short among 
the seaweed on the shore, the golden rye, 
the sapphire sea that holds the rale 
turquoise of Clare Island. All these sc:m 
to “low with a soft, luminous intensity 
that is very beautiful, ond the green cap 
of grass on little Inishgaloon is the colour 
of a rare emerald. 

Dugort is the favourite’ resort for 
visitors, with its sheltered bay and 
glorious strand, right under the big moun- 
tain called Slievemore that towers above 
it. There is safe and pleasant bathing 
from the semi-circle of golden sand; and, 
when the tide is in, the tiny pier makes a 
splendid diving board for more ambitious 
swimmers. 

On the other side of the island lies the 
village of Keel, in which comfortable ac- 
commodation may be/iad by those who do 
not require a great deal of variety in the 
menu; and from Kee] the firm yellow 
sand stretches for something like three 
miles to the wonderful Cathedral Rocks. 
These may be visited at low tide, and 
their formation is remarkably similar to 
the ruins of some vast cathedral, whose 
shadowy arches and deep-set windows have 
been blurred by the hand of time. 


A DESERTED VILLAGE. 


Between Keel and Dugort is the 
deserted village of Slievemore, from which 
the entire population has moved. to the 
more modern village of Dooagh, beside the 
sea. Most of the Dooagh householders 
still own a tiny Slievemore cin with its 
bit of ground; and Slievemore seed is 
interchanged with seed from the fields of 
Dooagh. The cattle go inland at the same 
time every year and browse contentedly in 
the minute pastures of ‘‘ Shleemore.”’ 

The long, rough street of Keel wanders 
on to Dooagh, and one may meet a flight 
of tame, grey wecz2 fleeing before the 
onslaught of some collie dog. Further 
on the road climbs steeply on its way to 
Achill Head, and along tl at narrow un- 
protected way. Captain Boycott is said 
to have driven his tandem pair of horses, 
heediess of the sheer drop to the blue 
waters far below. 

Close to this n.ountain ; ad is the small 
quarry in which the pale amethysts se 
found. Small boys dog the ‘footsteps of 
every new visitor with their inevitable 
request, ‘‘ Buy a di’mond,’’ and the finest 
of these “ diamonds ' may be bought for 
a few penice. 


AN EXQUISITE INLET. 


Beyond this quarry the road dips sud- 
denly to Keem Bay; and, given a bright 
sparkling day, the tourist who finds his 
way to this exquisite little inlet will be 
wel] repaid for any inconvenience he may 
have encountered on the way. 

The ruins of the coastguard station 
stand almost on the shore, and further 
hack are the scantier remains of Captain 
Boycott’s house. A steep track climbs to 
the old look-out station, and from here 
one may gaze across the Atl.ntic from 
enormously high cliffs, and see.“ nothing 
but the butt of the skv,” and hear nothing 
but the mournful calling of the sea birds 
far below. 

There was no golf course on Achill 
Island when I staved there, and no dance 
hall; nor did a band seek to drown the 
thunder of the waves that sent their spray 
high above the dark, wet rocks. There 
were trout in the smal) brown loughs, and 
mackerel in the sheltered bay: and for a 
good walker there were all the marvels of 
the mountains and the bogs in that coleur- 
ful land beyond the Sound.

Peter Heenan, Minister for Labour in the 
Government of Canada, is now the cuest of 
the Governor-General of the Free State «t 
the Viceregal Lodge, Phenix Park, 
Dublin, where he arrived on Saturday 
morning. 

He attended the Phoenix Park Races 
with the Governor-General and Mrs. 
McNeill on Saturday evening, and yester- 
day he went on a motor tour through the 
Dublin and Wicklow Mountains. To-day 
Mr. Heenan will call on Mr. Cosgrave at 
Government Buildings, and has been in- 
vited to lunch by the President. | 

Mr. Heenan came to Dublin from Belfast, 
where he was the cuest of Sir Samuel 
Kelly. A native of Tullaree, Newcastle, 
('o. Down, Mr. Heenan emigrated to 
Cumberland when seven years old, where 
he worked as a miner on the property new 
owned by Sir Samuel Kelly. He subse- 
quently went to Costa Rica, and then to a 
ranch in Alberta, where he became con- 
nected with the labour movement. 

After seventeen years’ residence 1 
Ontario he became a member of the 
Canadian Parliament, and in 1926 was 
appointed Minister for Labour. He took 
part in the recent proceedings at the 
Geneva Conference. While in London re- 
cently he visited the Prince of Wales. 

During his stay in UBelfast he 
several members of the Northern Cabinet, 
and visited places of interest near the 
Northern capital in, the company of Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, M.P. 

FIRST VISIT TO SOUTH OF 
IRELAND. 

Speaking to an Irish Times 
yesterday evening, he said that this was 
his first visit to the Southern portion of 
Ireland. It was a return visit for the 
honour that President Cosgrav: paid to 
Canada during his recent American tour.

ARGUMENTS FOR VOLUNTARY 
LIQUIDATION. 


Mr. J.. Harold Pim, in the course of his 
evidence, stated that property often suffered 
in value because of the publicity which the 
liquidator had to give in Court. In his 
opinion the system of winding-up under the 
supervision of the “Court was unnecessary. 
He thought that the liquidator should be 
entitled to act without a solicitor in matters 
in which legal questions were not involved. 
Some arrangement should be made to reduce 
expenditure. His experience was that com- 
pulsory liquidation was more expensive than 
voluntary liquidation. 

Continuing, Mr. Pim said that more power 
should be given to creditors to appoint a 
voluntary liquidator where’ the company had 
taken no steps to appofnt one. This was 
in addition to the existing right of creditors 
to refuse to accept a liquidator appointed by 
the company, A voluntary liquidation, in 
the hands of a competent person, was likely 
to realise more for the assets and to cost 

- much Jess than a compulsory liquidation. He 
favoured the tightening up of voluntary 
liquidation in all cases in which a statutory 
declaration by the directors had not been 
made that the creditors would be paid in full. 
The liquidator should be compelled to make 
up an account at the end of every six months, 
showing the result of the liquidation. This 
account should be filed with the Registrar of 
Joint Steck Companies, and should be open to 
the inspection of all the creditors.

In both cases the liquidator 
should have power to go to the Court if he 
considered the remuneration insufficient.’’ 

BREAKING COVENANTS. 

With regard to the methods of dealing 
with (a) onerous covenants, (b) after acquired 
property, (c) the removal of defunct companies 
“from the register, Mr. Pim said that the 
liquidator should have power to break such 
covenants if he was unable to effect a reason- 
able settlement, and should be able to apply 
to the Court to fix the damages. . 

Mr. G. Munro, on behalf of the Irish As- 
sociation of Accountants, said voluntary 
winding-up should be continued as much as 
possible. It was cheaper and quicker than 
compulsory liquidation. No extension of con- 
trol should be exercised by the Court, except 
that the liquidator should furnish, as in the 
case of receiverships, an account every six 
months, and a final account to be filed with 
the Registrar of Joint Stock Companies. All 
companies should com> under the procedure 
of voluntary liquidation. 

If no creditors attended meetings a de- 
claration by the liquidator that the company 
had been finally wound-up should be sufficient, 
instead of the meeting. This would enable 
the Registrar to strike the company off the 
register. The Court should not remove a 
liquidator appointed by a majority of credi- 
tors at a voluntary liquidation except for some 
serious offence. 

His association believed that it was not ad- 
visable to set up an official liquidator’s de- 
partment. The present arrangements were 
sufficient, but some ruling should be made so 
that a liquidator could attend before the 
Chief Examiner where he wished to be guided 
on some point, where no question of law was 
involved, without having to instruct his 
solicitor.

Johnston in favour of the plaintiffs. 
In the action the plaintiff company claimed 
to have the exclusive copyright of perform- 
ance in the musical works, described as a 
waltz, from the operetta “ Venus on Earth” 
(Lincke), and a selection from the opera 
“‘ Lilac Time’’ (Clutsen), and alleged that 
their copyright nad been infringed by the 
Council in permitting their band to perform 
these works in public on the bandstand at 
the Pavilion, Bray, on the 11th of August, 
1926. They sought an injunction restraining 
the Council from permitting their brass 
band to be used for the public ‘performance 
of these works, and they dep sought 
damages. 
The defence was a general traverse of the 
cause of action, and an express denial that 
the plaintiffs were entitled to any such copy- 
right as they claimed within the territorial 
limit of the Free State. 
Mr. Justice Johnston granted the injune- 
tion sought, holding that the plaintiffs were 


entitled to the copyright claimed in the 
works mentioned. 
The appeal was based on the grounds, 


amongst others, that the judgment was | B

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POTATO BLIGHT. 


PRESENCE OF THE DISEASE. 
_ The presence of blight in several districts 
in the Western and Southern counties has 
been reported. 
Owing to the continuance of wet weather, 
Spraying operations have been unduly de- 
layed, and a considerable area of the potato 
crop has not yet been sprayed. It is most 
urgent that potato growers should avail 
themselves of the first opportunity offered to 
spray their crops. Not a day should be 
missed in procesiing with the work. _ Pre- 
rations should at the same time be made 
for the second spraying, which should follow 
in a Short time, particularly where the first 
application was given during wet weather. 
n spite of the lateness of the season and 
the unusually prolonged wet weather which 
prevailed up to the Ist July, there is no 
reason why an abundant potato harvest 
should not he secured, provided the necessary 
steps are taken to ward off disease. 
Farmers are reminded that full information 
on the subject of spraying is given in Leaflet 
No. 14, “ Potato Blight and its Prevention,” 
which can be had, post free, on application 
to the Department of A riculture, Govern- 
ment Buildings, Dublin, C.17.

POSITION OF TENANTS. 


A letter from a County Louth man resident 
in Texas relative to his application to the 
‘ree State Department of Lands and Agricul- 
ture to concede him the right to prospect 
on a farm belonging to his family in Co. 
Louth, was forwarded by the Navan Urban 
District Council to Mr. E. Duggan, T.D., 
who replied to the Council as follows :— 

“I have been in communication with the 
Land Commission concerning the matters in 
Mr: Simpson 's letters.

Ten Years Ago. 


Ten years ago the fortunes of the world 
hung critically in the balance.. The last 
desperate throw of the German armies 
was raging on the defences of the Allies. 
It was on July Ist, 1918, that Marshal 
Foch uttered the first word of confidence 
in the Allies’ power to repulse the 
tremendous attacks by which the Germans 
hoped to win the war. On that day he 
told Sir Henry Wilson, his great 
colleague, that all anxiety would be over 
within ten days more. His assurance 
surprised even his principal associates. 
In March, April, May and June the 
Germans had delivered titanic blows, 
every one of which had driven the Allied 
line back and strained the defences in 
many places almost to the point of 
collapse. Foch had not long held the 
supreme, unified command of the Allied 
forces, and his measures, apparently, had 
failed to arrest the German advance. 
Two further attacks were known to be in 
preparation, and the  hard- pressed 
defenders were suffering grievously under

attacks. The German forces were mass- 
ing at far divergent points. “I felt he 
must be losing his head. It was then 
that I felt that the direction of the war 
was passing from him to me.’’ The 
Marshal saw his chance at last. He 
resolved to concentrate the maximum of 
his resources on the throwing back of. the 
southern attack, knowing that Ludendorff 
would have difficulty in bringing reserves 
from the north, and confident that the 
break in Ludendorff’s plans would dis- 
organise the whole German plan oí 
campaign. 

Foch collected all the divisions that 
he could muster, and concentrated them 
on either side of the forest of Villers- 
Cotterets, thus threatening the western 
flank of the German salient. On July 15th 
the German attack was launched. For three 
days it roared forward in what seemed 
an irresistible fury; and Marshal Foch, 
unperturbed, let it pass. On the 18th he 
sent Mangin and Degoutte, with a 
sprinkling of American troops, against 
the Germans’ now elongated right flank. 
The Allied losses were relatively small, 
but 12,000 German prisoners were taken. 
The revelation that the German positions 
were vulnerable, and that the Allies 
possessed effective striking power in the 
rear of the most far advanced posts, 
showed Ludendorff ‘that his southern 
attack could not succeed. He was obliged 
to dismount his preparations for a 
northern onslaught, and to hurry troops 
southward for the strengthening of his 
useless salient. This success of the 
Marshal's generalship attracted little 
public notice; for only those in the con- 
fidence of the high command knew that 
for the first time the German leader had 
been thrown out of his stride. Foch him- 
self, however, was confident that the turn 
of the war was marked. Even before the 
operations were finished he summoned 
his three Army Commanders—Haiy, 
Pétain and Pershing—to his head- 
quarters, and there handed to them a 
memorandum in which he said: “The 
allied armies are at the turning of the 
road. It is not the moment yet,” he 
added, ‘‘for a general offensive, but to 
strike redoubled blows . . . and to throw 
the German High Command into dis- 
order.” He promised for the end of the 
summer or autumn “the general and 
decisive offensive which will make the 
whole hostile front crumble.’’ On Saturday 
an equestrian statue of Marshal Foch was 
unveiled at Cassel in his presence. _ Jt 
is a timely moment to honour the one 
man in Europe who knew, ten years ago, 
that the ordeal of the Allies was nearing 
its triumphant issue. 


Houses of the Future. 


Progress in the art of building is not 
continuous, nor is it easy to foretéll what 
forms architecture is likely to take in the 
next generation after our own. It is only 
within the past fifty years that houses 
have been built as well equipped with 
baths, water supply, heating arrange- 
ments and drainage as the villas of the 
ancient Romans. Modern kitchens, with 
all their labour-saving devices, do not 
look pleasanter or more orderly-kept than 
the kitchens we see in paintings by the 
old Dutch masters. A writer in the 
Sunday Times, discussing “the house of 
the future,” relates that an architect, 
designing an up-to-date kitchen, produced 
a plan which appeared to be the perfec- 
tion of efficiency. It was found, however, 
that, if the housewife put the poker down 
in the wrong place, the entire system was 
disturbed. This, no doubt, only. is an 
extreme instance of attempted labour- 
saving and time-saving in the home, which 
is a feature of post-war architecture. We 
safely may expect that building methods 
in: the future will differ greatly from 
those of the past. Stairs and floors 
possibly will be finished completely by 
the builder. Tiles and enamelling-ware 
may come more into use. Modern apprecia- 
tion of the therapeutic value of sunlight 
is fairly certain to result in a demand 
for larger windows. It may become 
customary to have the sunny side of a 
house fitted with a great long window of 
some kind of glass capable of admitting 
the rays of the sun. -Probably new and 
hitherto unknown materials will be used 
in building; but the public still is con- 
servative in these matters. Builders are 
reluctant at present, however, to adopt 
too many novel and untried ideas, and 
tenants are willing to dispense with 
luxuries in housing if these luxuries are 
to mean increased rents. 
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managed.’’ The Society receives an 
annual Government grant of £1,000, but 
the cost of maintaining the Gardens, of 
course, is considerably more than this. 
The construction of the new Reptile 
House largely is due to Sir Robert Woods, 
to whom the Society already owes much 
for his exertions on its behalf. It has 
been adapted from the old aquarium— 
about half the cost having been con- 
tributed by members and friends of the 
Society—and visitors now will be able to 
study an exceptionally fine collection of 
snakes, alligators and crocodiles, which 
are kept under healthy and appropriate 
conditions. Notwithstanding its limited 
resources and the great cost of bringing 
animals to Dublin from distant parts of 
the world, the Dublin “ Zoo.”” ranks high 
among institutions of this kind in Europe. 
It enjoys a unique distinction in being 
able to breed lion cubs in captivity—four 
very fine specimens were born there during 
the last month. The Council of the 
Society needs additional financial assist- 
ance, however, to carry on its work 
properly. We hope, as Mr. Blythe 
said, that the opening of the new section 
will mark the beginning of a new era for 
the Society of progress and prosperity.

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DEATH OF LADY MACGREGOR, 


The Times says :—Lady MacGregor, who 
was serlousiy injured on Friday throuch 
being knocked down by a motor car in 
Kensington High street, died on Saturday 
night in hospital. Lady MacGregor, who was 
Tó years of age, was married, as his second 
wife in 1885, to Major-General Sir Charles 
Metcalfe MacGregor, a distinguished soldier, 
—— historian and explorer. He died in

FAMILY’S STATEMENT. 


‘NO DOUBT ABOUT THE 
CAPTAIN’S DEATH,

In view of various statements which 
have been made regarding the tragic dis- 
appearance of Captain BRoewenstein, the 
family considers it its duty to make the 
following statement :— 
‘There is, unfortunately, no room for 
doubt that Captain Loewenstein is dead. 
Statements made by officials and evidence 
generally proves that 
““He entered his aeroplane at Croydon 
on Wednesday, July 4th, at 6 p.m. ; 

“The aeroplane did not land anywhere 
en route ; 

“The disappearance of Captain Loewen- 
stein was noticed at 7 p.m., and 
“When the aeroplane landed at 
Mardyck, near Dunkirk, Captain 
Loewenstein was no longer among 

the passengers. 

** Moreover, all the inquiries that have 
been made and all the evidence received 
show that the death of Captain Loewen- 
stein could only have been due to an acci- 
, dent. Although the facts are so well 
established, the official declaration of 
death and the provision of the death cer- 
tificate require special procedure, which 
has already been set on foot in the 
Brussels courts. This procedure is always 
necessary when the body of the deceased 
cannot be shown to the Registrar of 
Births and Deaths.’’

Captain Alfred Loewenstein, of which the 
postponement was announced yesterday, 
has now been definitely arranged for 
Wednesday, July 11th, at 11 a.m, in the 
Church of St. Michel et St. Gedule here. 


ANOTHER RUMOUR. 


STORY OF A MYSTERIOUS 
PASSENGER. 
From Revtrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


DUNKIRK, Sunday. 

With reference to the report from Til- 
bury that a mysterious passenger disem- 
barked from the cross-Channel steamer 
La Flamande at 6.3 a.m. last Thursday 
on the steamer’s arrival from Dunkirk, 

and that this passenger may have been 

Captain Loewenstein, it is pointed out 

here that the boat left Dunkirk on Wed- 
nesday evening ; that no one at the station 
on the quay noticed the mysterious 
passenger, and that neither at the station 
nor on the ship does anyone remember 
having seen anybody in any way corre- 
sponding to the Brussels financier. 

The captain of the Flamande, on his 
arrival at Dunkirk to-day, had a long 
conversation with the ‘chief police inspec- 
tor. The conversation was private, but it 
is stated that the captain formally denied 
that there was any mysterious passenger 
among .the passengers on Wednesday 
night. 

The Flamande left punctually on her re- 
turn to Tilbury, and it seems likely that 
if the captain had been able to supply 
the police with some information of special 
interest he would have remained here to 
draw up his report, and to be at the ser- 
vice of the authorities. 

M. Louvet, the Herbourmaster, points 
out that the British regulations in 
regard to the landing of passengers would 
have prevented anyone slipping through 
unnoticed at Tilburv last thaieaí morn- 
ng or any unamfhorised person being 
allowed to pass. 


AIR’ MINISTRY’S ORDER 


‘PLANE TO BE EXAMINED 
AT CROYDON. 


The British Air Ministry has requested 
that the Fokker monoplane, from which 
Captain Alfred Loewenstein so mysteriously 
disappeared on Thursday, shall not be 
flown again until it has been examined. 
this procedure is purely of a routine 
character, and is that adopted in every 
case where an accident occurs to a ’plane 
which is registered in Great Britain. 

The machine is at present in a hangar 
at the aerodrome. The examination by 
the accident department of the Air Minis- 
try will not be undertaken in the absence 
of Captain Drew and his mechanic, who 
are at present believed to be in Brussels. 


INTERVIEWS IN BRUSSELS. 


From Revorer’s CorresPponvent. 
BRUSSELS, Sunday. 

Captain Drew, the pilot, and also the 
mechanic, who were in the aeroplane at 
the time of M. Loewenstein’s disappear- 
ance, arrived here this afternoon. 

The Soir publishes an account of an 
interview with Count van der Straeten 
Ponthoz, a colleague and relation of M. 
Loewenstein. On being asked whether it 
was Captain Drew's duty to see that the 
door of the aeroplane was shut, the Count 
replied that he was inclined to think it 
was not the pilot’s duty. 

Asked whether the Customs House 
officers who examined the aeroplane on 
its landing near Dunkirk made a thorough 
examination of the luggage compartment, 
the Count replied: “I know that Drew 
made a declaration to the Customs who 
examined the machine, just as they do 
with all machines coming from abroad 
everywhere.” | , 

It is understood that members of Captain 
Loewenstein’s staff abroad have arri 
here, and have had a conference with the 
directors of the Loewenstein Bank; but 
no decision has been reached. _ í 
Another statement appearing in the Soir 
is that Captain Drew and the mechanic 
had a long interview with the heads of | 
the Loewenstein Bank to-day, though they 
were otherwise free to dispose of their.

The vessel, which is of 7,823 gross 
tonnage, and runs in the Glen Line 
services, was outward bond for China, 
and left King George V. docs at four 
o'clock: on Saturday afternoon.

was proceeding down stream, and when 
discovered it had gained such a firm hold 
that it was iuenediaaaly decided to beach 
the ship. She was accordingly headed for 
the shore and was beached off Erith. 


FIRE FLOATS TO THE RESCUE. 

A number of tugs hurried to the 
Carmarthenshire’s assistance, and by their 
aid all the passengers were quickiy trans- 
ferred to the shore. The alarm was sent 
to the river fire brigade, and within a few 
minutes a number of fire floats were punip- 
ing water into the blazing bunkers. 

Motor transport was hastily i provised 
on shore, and the passengers were taken 
back to London in char-a-banes. 

The flames were fought al] the evening. 
After midnight it was found that No. 3 
hoid, forward of the bridge, was still 
alight, and several tugs pumped -water on 
to the fire continuously until the morning. 
In this hold and the engine room the water 
was many feet deep. So many thousands 
of tons were poured into the liner that 
when she floated early yesterday morning 
she was very deep in the river. 


SHIP AND CARGO BADLY DAMAGED. 
It was intended to tow the ship to the 
docks at high tide soon after six o'clock, 
but this proved impracticable. Smoke and 
steam were still issuing from. the ven- 
tilators and hatches, and the attempt to 
bring the vessel back to the dock was 
postponed until later in the day. 

The damage to the ship and her valu- 
able general cargo is serious. 

An officer of a tug who assisted to fight 
the fire said to a Press representative 
yesterday: “ When the outbreak occurred 
all the engine room and stokehold hands 
were able to climb to safety. Though the 
engine room was filled with dense smoke, 
the chief engineer went down to ensure 
that certain precautions had been taken. 
When he came back he was singed and 
his clothing was scorched, but he set to 
work again as if nothing had happened. 


FLAMES HIGHER THAN BRIDGE. 
“At one time flames from the burning 
oil rose above the bridge, and it seemed 
as if the bridge work would catch fire. 
Fortunately, the wind was light. Had the 
fire occurred at sea the consequences would 
probably have been very serious.”’ 

Another man, who in the course of his 
fire duties went over a large part of the 
ship, said that some of the officers’ cabins 
were badly burned, and the junior 
engineers lost most of their clothing. 
Great damage was done to the structure 
amidships, and part of the wireless rowm 
also suffered. 


TWISTED IRONWORK. 

Crowds who lined the river bank 
throughout the day were able to see a 
great deal of the damage done to the ship. 
The vessel’s single funnel had lost all its 
paint, one of the lifeboats on the port side 
was badly burned and virtually the whole 
of the structure on the port side of the 
ship was discoloured and blackened. The 
stokehold and the engine room were com- 
pletely gutted, as were many of the 
officers’ cabins. Much of the steel work 
was twisted, and whole iron plates which 
had become white hot in the fire were bent 
out of recognition. 
One engineer who had lost all his 
clothes was seen walking about in striped 
trousers, an evening jacket and a top hat 
These he had borrowed from the ship’s 
amateur theatrical wardrobe. 


OUTBREAK’S RAPID HEADWAY. 
A full account of the fire was given a 
Press representative yesterday by a re- 
sponsible member of the crew. He said: 
“The fire occurred in the stokehold of the 
ship at 4.18 p.m. on Saturday. A number 
of stokers and engineer officers were there 
at the time. The flames spread so rapidly

AMBULANCES BUSY; 
18 ARRESTS.

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Eighteen arrests have been made in 
connection with the _ rioting which 
attended the return to Glasgow on Satur- 
day evening of a procession of Orange- 
men, 30,000. strong, after their annual 
rally at Kirkintilloch. 

After concentrating outside the Orange 
Hall in Cathedral street, amid scenes of 
wild enthusiasm, the demonstrators moved 
off in contingents to their various dis- 
tricts, but were quickly in trouble. The 
air was dark with stones and bottles, and 
the ambulances were busily engaged 
removing casualties to the _ infirmaries, 
people fleeing in all directions for safety. 

In one instance a number of girls 
attacked each oiher, one having all her 
clothing torn off. It was some hours 
before order was restored. 

A case of razor-slashing was reported, 


the victim being James Gorman, a 
Glasgow labourer, but this had no con- 
nection with the rioting.

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BOOT FACTORY FIRE. 


——- 
OPERATIVES THROWN OUT 
OF WORK, 

A disastrous fire occurred at Olney, 
Buckinghamshire, yesterday, resulting in 
the destruction of the boot and shoe factory 
of Messrs. Towley, Ltd. At one time it 
was feared that a whole section of the 
little town would be involved, and that 
an adjacent row of about twenty cottages, 
occupied mainly by boot operatives, would 


to the engine room that they were leaping 
through the skylight and half-way up the 
funnel within fifteen minutes. 
“The alarm was immediately given, but 
it was too late to stop the fire reaching the 
coa] bunkers. Every effort was made to 
subdue the outbreak, but when it was 
realised that it was out of control it was 
decided to beach the ship. This we di 
with the assistance of the pijot on board, 
and happily we ran into mud, which has 
not damaged the bottom of the vessel. 


PLUCKY CHIEr ENGINEER, 
“The chief engineer did wonders, He 
stayed down in the engine roam supervis- 
ing matters and ensuring that the engines 
were silent. He came nearer to being a 
casualty than anyone, I suppose, since he 
came up just in time to avoid suffocation 
from the smoke. 
“The eleven passengers, two of whom 
were women, were asked to move forward, 
and they were then taken off the ship. 
They did not realise the seriousness of :t 
all. Their belongings were undamaged, 
as their cabins, although in the middle of 
the ship, escaped being burned. . 
“The danger of the fire spreading to 
the forequarters made it necessary to 
flood Number 3 hatch, which is filled with 
cargo. It was not necessary to touch the 
other five hatches. With the assistance 
of tugs, which worked under the instruc- 
tions of the captain, we were able to 
master the flames by midnight, but it was 
six hours later before they were finally 


subdued. 
NO PANIC. 


“There was no panic, and the sixty- 


be set alight. 

The occupants of the cottages, aided by 
residents from other streets, worked 
feverishly to save their household goods: 
articles were tumbled out of doors and 
windows, and in a very short time the 
street was littered with furniture, some of 
it being broken in the scramble to save it. 

A turn ip the wind and the arrival of 
the brigades from neighbouring towns, 
however, prevented the flames spreading 
beyond the factory. The fire was discovered 
about nine o’clock and is believed to have 
started in a shed used for storing factory 
waste. When the outbuildings collapsed 
burning débris and sparks shot into the 
air, and the tarred roof of the main 
factory burst into flames. Tén minutes 
later the whole factory was involved. 

Blazing material was blown right to the 
other side of the little town, a woman was 
burnt on the face, while the thatched roof 
of a cottage about one hundred yards away 
Was set on tire, but was quickly 
extinguished, 

The brigades rom Newport, Pagnell and 
Wolverton then arrived, and their power- 
ful pumps and the veering of the wind 
confined the fire to the factory. About 
200 operatives will be thrown out of work.

SANTIAGO, Saturday. 

The Chilian naval transport Angamos 
sank in the Gulf of Arauco last nigt.t, 
and 291 persons were drowned. 
Seventy-six of the people who perished 
were passengers, and included many 
women and children. 


Sunday. 

The exact number of lives lost in the 
sinking of the transport on Friday night 
may never be known, because the ship 
had stopped at several places en route to 
embark and disembark passengers; but 
approximately three handed people met 
their deaths. It is known that this total 
included many women and children. 

The vessel had lost her rudder in the 
storm that raged, thus presumably be- 
coming unmanageable, and when her 
commander, Ismael Saurez, found himself 
unable to prevent the catastrophe, he 
committed suicide on the bridge. 


SURVIVORS’ TERRIBLE TALE. 
The four survivors, who are conscripts, 
tell a terrible tale of the struggle for life 
preservers, places in the boats and even 
handholds on bits of floating wreckage 
after the crash. 
Chilian naval vessels and tugs, sum- 
moned by wireless, rushed to the scene 
only to find that there was nothing for 
them to do, all signs of life having dis- 
appeared from the troubled surface of the 
water before their arrival. 
Later. 
Wireless despatches received here last 
night stated that the cruiser Venteno and 
the destrorer Williams had arrived at the 
scene of the disaster, which is south of 
Lebu, off the southern coast of Chili. No 
trace of the vessel was found. 
The transport left Punta Arenas, the 
southernmost city of the world, on the 
Strait of Magellan, loaded with coal for 
the use of Chilian naval vessels in north 
Chilian waters. The passengers were 
mainly labourérs and their families, 
travelling at Government expense. 


LIFEBOATS CAPSIZED. 

A storm was encountered late in the 
day. For hours the Angamos struggled 
to make headway against wind and wave, 
but was badly battered. Then her rudder 
was smashed and she started to drift. 
At ten o'clock on Friday night she 
struck the rocks. Attempts were made to 
launch the lifeboats, but they capsized in 
the tremeridous seas almost as rapidly as 
they touched the water, and their human 
frieght was tossed on to the rocks by the 
breakers or drawn back into the angry 
sea. 


SURVIVOR'S STORY, 


DOES NOT KNOW HOW HE 
ESCAPED. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT 
SANTIAGO, Sunda’ Night. 
Andreas Carrillo, one of the sailors who 
survived, was unable to explain how he 
escaped. 
“After being cast up on the beach,” he 
said, “I looked for the ship, but could 
see nothing of her, so I thought she must 
have gone down already. I made my way 
to the nearest house, but when I knocked 
at the door the occupants were unwilling 
to admit me owing to my nakedness. It 
took me an hour to conyince them that I 
really néeded assistance. 
“ After I had rested a bit there we went 
out along .the beach in search of other 
survivors, and found three, all as naked as 
I had been.”’ 
It is reported that a large number of 
bodies have been picked up along the coast 
by Caribineros. 
The Angamos was built in Scotland in 
1890 for the Italian Navy, and was 
originally named the Citta di Venicia. 


A SURVIVOR’'S STORY. 
What the survivors went through is re- 
vealed by the story of Jose Aguilla, an 
Army conscript, who was cast ashore on a 
piece of wreckage. He related his ex- 
perience from a cot in hospital at Belen, 
in the following words :— 

“ A terrific storm raged, in the midst!cf 
which the ship became unmanageable, and 
was tossed between two great rocks, about 
three hundred yards from the shore. Until 
one in the morning we were between life 
and death, while the ship settled down. 
“The Angamos blew continuous blasts 
on her whistle, but failed to bring help. 
When it became plain that there was not 
the remotest chance of rescue the lifeboats 
were launched, but were tossed about with 
such violence that they sank almost im- 
mediately. 

“ My companions and I were saved only 
because of God’s grace. The only thing I 
can remember is that after being thrown 
into the water I clutched at a floating 
piece of timber, as a huge wave raised ine 
thirty feet into the air and hurled me on 
to a rock. 

“T cannot recall what happened for 
some time after that, but when I re- 
covered consciousness I found myself stark 
naked, sprawling on the beach. 

“T remember that I could barely see the 
lights of the ship, she was so low in the 
water. At that moment Y heard what 
sounded like a revolver shot, which, I 
think, was caused by Captain Suarez 
shooting himself at his post on the 
bridge.’ 

It appears that the vessel filled rapidly, 
and three hours after she struck she was 
virtually buried under the waves. She 
then broke in two, and the few people re- 
maining on board were thrown into the

the railwaymen and the railway com- 
panies in Great Britain to conserve the 
position of the railways. 

No proposals have been made to the 
unions, but Mr. J. H. Thomas told the 
National Railwaymen’s Union Conference 
at Bristol that the men’s delegates would 
enter the negotiations with the one idea 
of showiny the railway companies and the 
ublic that railwaymen were as anxious 
or the future of the railways as any 
section of the community. 

Sir Josiah Stamp, President of the 
London, Midland ana Scottish Railway, 
says that no proposals have yet been 
formulated. 
“We have not even reached the stage 
yet of arranging a meeting with the 
unions, and detailed proposals have not 
been discussed informally,’’ he said, 
‘* Whatever conversations there may have 
been have been of the most informal 
kind, and no scheme of any kind has so 
far been suggested. It can be stated 
quite definitely that any scheme which 
purports to outline proposals the com- 
panies will make to the unions is not in 
the slightest degree authentic.”’ 


MEETING NEXT WEEK. 
It is possible that a meeting with the 
unions will be arranged some time next 
week. The National Union of Railway- 
men has authorised its Executive and 
leaders to meet the companies to go into 
the situation, but the Associated Society 
of Loco Engineers and Firemen has not 
yet taken a decision on the invitation. 
All the unions have been asked to do is 
to meet the companies in conference, 
broadly to consider the serious financial 
position, and how economies can he 
effected and working costs, including 
labour costs, reduced. 
The N.U.R. leaders are not bound 
rigidly by negotiating conditions, and 
they are prepared to make their contri- 
bution in certain directions if the com- 
panies wil] indicate that they also will 
contribute towards the common sacrifice. 
It can be stated that, so far as the 
N.U.R. are concerned, they will want to 
safeguard the position of the lower-paid 
men, and will also press for the restora- 
tion of full-time working for the shop- 


men. 

_ TO MAKE SUGGESTIONS. 
The N.U.R. intend to ask the com- 
pe to assist them in their campaign 
lor the elimination of non-unionists, and 
it is probable that it will be suggested 
that, if there are to be reductions of 
railway staff, the non-unionists should’ be 
the first to go, and that members of the 
unions should be given a preference, 
There is no doubt that the N.U.R. 
leaders have it in their minds to make a 
bargain with the companies, and are pre- 
pared to make practical suggestions to 
relieve the railway position. 

When the Executive has completed its 
exploration of the position with the com- 
panies and a scheme has been drawn up, 
a special delegate conference of the union 
will be summoned to reach a decision 
and until that conference the union wil] 
not be definitely committed to anything, 


VESSEL ADRIFT IN THE 
ATLANTIC, 


T—— 
TOWED TO BELFAST IN A 
DISABLED CONDITION. 


The Swedish motor vessel Innaren was 
towed into Belfast on Saturday evening 
and dry-docked. The Innaren, while on 
a voyage from Gothenburg to Boston, was 
caught in an Atlantic gale on June 26th, 
and her sternpost was carried away. 
A jury rudder was rigged up, and an 
attempt made to steer a course for 
Queenstown. The temporary rudder also 
was broken before long, and for six davs 
the vessel drifted helplessly about the 
Atlantic. . ; 

Wireless messages were sent out for 
help, and two ships passed, but a Nor- 
wegian steamer went one hundred miles 
out of her course to give assistance and 
offered to stand by. _ 

By this time, however, the Swedish 
salvage vessel Tritiof had sent a wireless 
message that she was at hand, and on 
Monday night last she took the Innaren 
in tow, and succeeded in bringing her 
safely to Belfast. 

She had been drifting for six days 
before being picked up, and the towing 
occupied another six days.

FREE FIGHT IN A PRISON. 


The utmost secrecy is being maintained

Yesterday the débris was still blazing 
fiercely, although all danger to adjoining 
property, including cotta was over. At 
one time the cottagers, fearing danger to 
their homes, hastily removed their furni- 
ture. This is one of the most disastrous 
fires which has occurred in Ipswich in 
recent years. About two hundred: persons 
will be thruwn out of employment as a 
result.

COLOGNE’S BOYCOTT. 


RESENTMENT AT DOORN 
8 VISIT.

Baron von Huenefeld and Herr Kohl— 
arrived here this afternoon from Holland, 
where they had been received by the ex- 
Kaiser.

THE BARON'S DREAM.

GERMAN AIR LINES ALL 
OVER THE WORLD. 

The introduction of politics into the 
Bremen’s Atlantic flight is the subject of 
a long cable from Mr. Lincoln Eyre, the 
Berlin Correspondent of the New York 
Times. He says that Baron Huenefeld is 
bidding for positive power in Germany, 
and there is no telling to what lengths he 
may project himself and the cause he 
represents into his country’s development. 
He continues :— 

Captain Herman Koehl and Major James 

Fitzmaurice, of the Irish Free State, piloted 
Baron von Hunenefeld’s ‘plane, the Bremen. 
The Jaurels of Germany's affection and ad- 
miration have been hung ahout the necks of 
these two heroes. ‘The splendour of their 
deed has been fully appreciated and ap- 
plauded. ! 
But to Baron von Huennafeld there has been 
awarded, in addition to the plaudits of the 
populace, a meed of respect, and, perhaps, 
In some quarters, fear, that singles him out 
above his fellows. It is he, and not his com- 
rades, who holds the centre of the German 
stage. 


THE BARON'S RESOLVE. — 
Why is this spare young man, with his 
sharp. foxlike features, supercilious monocle 
to dominate, 


and dictatorial manner, able 

not only the two men whose courage and 
skill took the Bremen across the ocean 
through storm, fog and snow, but the im- 


agination and esteem of his fellow-country- 
men as well? 
In the first place, because the German 
people realise that without Baron von Huene- 
feld’s unshakable resolve and tireless en- 
deavour, there woull have been no flight from 
Germany to America. In the face of the defeat 
to which Germany's initial trans-Atlantic enter- 
prise was doomed a year ago, this strenuous 
scion of the Prussian sristecracy, clamping 
his monocle more tightly in his one alert eye, 
went to work to collect the funds required 
for another attempt. 

A CURTAIN-RAISER. i 
He achieved his purpose in spite of his 
own continuous ill-health and opposition in 
technical quarters and the Press. And there- 
by he consolidated an already strong post- 
tion with one of the most powerful influences 
in German financial and political life. the 
great shipping concerns of Bremen and Ham- 
burg. 
_ The millionaire directors of the North 
German Lloyd and the Hamburg-American 
Line knew that it was Baron von Huenefeld’s 
tenacity and brains, far more than Captain 
Koehl’s aeronautical talents, that won for 
Germany the prestige of being. the first to 
traverse the clouds in an airplane from the 
Eurgpean to the American Continent. 
Thev analysed their young protége very 
carefully indeed, and decided that the 
already important and responsible post he 
held with the North German Lloyd prior to 
the triumph of his undertaking—that of 
Director of Publicity—was a mere curtain- 
raiser to what he is destined to achieve. 
Since his aspirations run parallel to their 
own, these oceanic magnates, for the pre- 
sent, have placed themselves squarely at us 
back, which means that he enjoys support 
superior to that vouchsafed any man of his 
age in Gérmany to-day. 

ANTI-DEMOCRATIC. 
What ambitions and aims are Baron von 
Huenefeld and his backers out to attain? 
First of all, the liberation of German 
politics from petty partisan wrangling. 
Baron von Huenefeld is anti-democratic. 
He believes in absolutist rule. He is a 
monarchist in, theory, but only to the extent 
that Benito Mussolini fayours monarchy, as 


a symbol of autocratic or  oligarchical 
dominance. His patriotism takes a Fascist 
trend. He wants to reconcile the past to 


the present without detriment to either. 
He venerates the exiled Kaiser. as his 
messages to Doorn illustrate. but it is doubt. 


ful if he would welcome William II. 's restora- 


tion to the throne. There is more likelihood 
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of his furthering the’ candi 
sovereign’s eldest u 
of Prussia, and then only if 
fully pledged to modernist ideas. 3 
or Baron von Huenefeld, according to his 
lights, is th modernistic. Hence 
his devotion to aviation, which represents for 
him the most significant manifestation of 
the new order in hu progress. 
His modernism bids him accept in- 
ternationalism, but only on the basis of 
nationalism. On ‘own terms alone, in his 
view, may his conntry collaborate with cther’, 
and solely in her own interest.

AN ACCOMPLISHED ORATOR. 

No German of his years seems so efficiently 
equipped for combat in the political forum.

Colonel Lindbergh 
is a finished speaker, Captain Koehl and 
Major Fitzmaurice, who, before they reached 
New York, never made a speech in their lives, 
can acquit themselves very creditably. 

But Baron von Huenefeld was an accom- 
plished orator before he ever started to fly, 
and the practice his natural eloquence has 
since received has made him a past-master of 
the forensic art. 

Given, besides, a combative spirit, forceful 
intellect and a personality which, while not 
ingratiating in initial contacts, can develop 
a marked magnetism, this particular idol of 
his Fatherland is likely to command atten- 
tion and enlist converts to his thesis for a 
long time to come. 

Officially, Baron von Huenefeld is Nationa- 
list. But to Count von Westarp and other 
aging chieftains of that party, the Baron may 
well become a thorn in the side, as Mussolini 
was to the stand-pat Conservatives of pre- 
Fascist Italy. How far he will go cannot 
he foreseen, of course. But among Germany’s 
coming generation he is potentially the out- 
standing figure. 


FUTURE OF THE TOTE 
BILL.

VIEWS OF LORD HAMILTON OF 
DALZELL. : 

Supporters of the British 
Betting Bill for legalising the use of the 
totalisator on racecourses will be greatly dis- 
appointed if further facilities for the dis- 
eussion of the measure are not granted by 
the Government. The question of the re- 
maining stages of the bill will be considered 
by the Cabinet, it is understood, early this 
week. | 

LORD HAMILTON'S VIEW. 

Lord Hamilton of Dalzell, recalling in 
an interview with a representative of The 
Obsrever, some salient features in the earlier 
consideration of the question, remarked that 
the Joint Committee of the Jockey Club and 
the National Hunt Committee reported unani- 
mously to the Jockey, Club in favour of the 
totalisater, and that the Club unanimously 
accepted the report and instructed the 
Stewards to wait upon the Government and 
to ascertain their attitude on the matter. 

“This was done,” his lordship said, “ and 
the answer, which was given in a letter to 
myself, as Senior Steward of the Jockey Club, 
from the Chancellor of the Exchequer, was 
that the Government were not themselves 
preparéd to introduce legislation, but would 
give facilities to a private members’ bill. 

““A similar undertaking was given on the 
floor of the House by the same Minister in 
answer to a question by Major Ralph Glyn, 
who has been in charge of the measure. 

“The bill, as you know, has met with con- 
sistent obstruction throughout its passage 
through committee and report, and on Friday 
it was talked out.” 

GOVERNMENT'S PLEDGES. 

As to the course that may now be followed, 
his lordship expressed every confidence that 
the Government will redeem the pledge that 
was given to the supporters of the bill. “Our 
claim to their support is infinitely stronger 
now, ” he said, “ than it was when the pledge 
was given. For the opposition to the bill 
during the eleven days of its passage through 
committee was very largely directed against 
the proposals introduced at the behest of the 
Government. and none of the 
which the Speaker ruled in order on report 
dealt with the clause which embodies the 
provisions of the bill as originally drawn up 
by our legal advisers. 

“Tt is, therefore, fair to sav that, without 
the alterations introduced at the dictation of 
the Government, the bill would have passed 
through report and third reading on Fridav 
without difficulty. That these considerations 
will weigh with the Government in arriving 
at their decision with regard to the future 
of the bill I feel sure. 

‘The Jockey Club passed a resolution on 
Thursday expressing the hope that the bill 
would pass in the form in which it left the 
Starding Committee, and pledged itself to 
accept the trust imposed upon it by the mea- 
sure in letter and in spirit, and to carry it 
out fairly and equitably in regard to all the 
Interests concerned. 

‘‘ There will be, I know, widespread dis- 
appointment, amounting in many cases to 
dismay, if the bill is now shipwrecked.”’

ALLEGED CONTINENTAL 
“CAT” BURGLAR. 

From Revrer’s ConnFsPoNDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 
The police have arrested at Nice a man 

named Ilario, who is charged with nume- 
rous exploits as a “cat” burglar. At 
the beginning of the winter. of 1926 a 
number of att amet UE te mg 
jewellery, were ‘reported from the Riviera. 
The victims were all rich visitors, who 
had the imprudence to sleep with their 
windows open. 

The thefts continued into the summer, 
the bruglars moving with the visitors from 
the Riviera to Vichy. In Juse, 1927, 
three million francs worth of jewellery 
and money disappeared from the rooms af 
three American women staying at Vichy. 
This was followed in Jaly by a theft of 
two millions at Royat. 

This lagt theft called for considerable 
acrobatic qualities on the part of the 


burglar, who had to climb up a rain-. 


water pipe to the third floor. A few 
days later a man named Ebener, an 
Austrian, was arrested at Nantes He 
had in his pockets jewellery of great 
value, which was proved to have come 
from Vichy and Royat. He was also 
found to be responsible for some of the 
Riviera thefts. 
WOMAN ARRESTED. 

The police did not slacken their efforts, 
and almost a year later have arrested at 
Toulon a woman, who admits having re- 
ceived valuable jewellery from Ebener. 
She explains its disappearance by ‘saying 
that she threw it out of the window of a 
train. 

Through her the police discovered the 
alleged instigator of the burglaries, a 
man named Ilario, known as Charles, the 
Italian. He had several thousand francs 
in many different European currenciés in 
his pockets, as well as a varied assort- 
ment of jewellery. He admitted having 
received valuables stolen by Ebener. 
Some of these, he said, he had sold in 
France and abroad, and the remainder he 
had buried. 

NECKLACE RECOVERED. 

One product of the thefts, however, 
which was stolen at Vichy was recovered 
almost accidentally by the police. While 
carrying Out a search in the house of a 
man accused of having broken into a safe, 
they remarked that a man named Marle, 
who had apparently called on the 
suspected man, was in a great hurry to 
get away. He finally confessed that he 
had sold to the alleged safe breaker a 
pearl necklace, which he had himself 
bought for 145,000 francs from a man 
whom he did not know, but whom he re- 
cognised from a photograph as Ilario. 

The Baroness Souza Deiro, to whom the 
necklace belongs, will thus at last be able 
to reclaim her property. .

FATE OF MARRIED COUPLES. 

News was received last Saturday of two 
drowning accidents, both involving the death 
of a husband and wife. Mr. and Mrs. Ernest

feet mountain overlooking the Garw Fachen 
VaHey. They had been in business in 
Biaengarw as grocers for many years, and 
once were successfffl, but ‘the industrial de- 
pression and the closing of the mines in the 
area had brought financial difficulties. 

About 100 miners assisted in carrying the 
bodies a mile and a half along a mountain 
path to a mountain tavern. 

George Arnold Blockley (30) and his wife, 
Margaret (31), were drowned in a yachting 
accident on the River Yare, near Norwich. 
The couple had come from Fleetwood for a 
holiday en the Norfolk Broads, and were 
accompanied by their daughter, aged four, 
and Miss Bond, Mrs. Blockley’s sister. 

A strong wind was blowing at the time of 
the accident. It is supposed that either Mr. 
or Mrs. Blockiey fell overboard, and that the 
one was drowned in trying to save the other. 

Shortly after the accident a yachtsman’s 
attention was attracted by seeing Miss Bond 
standing on the deck of the yacht and scream- 
ing for help. He dived into the water, but 
without result. The bodies of Mr. and Mrs.

There was lately ‘a rumpus in the Abbey 
Theatre (says Mr. 8t. John Ervine in The 
Observet), and Mr. Sean O'Casey, whose 
plays, according to Mr. W. B. Yeats, saved 
the theatre from extinction, found himself re- 
jected from its stage. High standards are 
admirable when they are demanded from 
mikgiicer A but not so admirable when they 
are occasionally lowered “ and » occasionally 
raised. 

The correspondence between Mr. Yeats and 
Mr. O'Casey would have been more impres- 
sive, so Tar as Mr. Yeats is concerned, if 
anyone had ever heard of a play by a director 
of the Abbey being treated to short shrift. 
Complaint has been made of the fact that Mr. 
O'Casey published this correspondence. It 
seems to be forgotten by those who support 
it that the Abbey is the only theatre in 
these islands which is subsidised out of public 
funds. M is the nearest thing we have to a 
national theatre. What is done by its 
directors, therefore, is of public interest. 

The rejection of a play by the manager of 
any other theatre is ee Re business. but 
the manager’s : the rejection of a distinguished 
dramatist’s play by the directors of the 
Abbey is the Poston of the Irish people. 
You cannot conduct a national theatre as if it 
were a private theatre, any.more than you 
can establish a church and keep it free from 
parliamentary control. Mr. O'Casey has now 
published the rejected piece. 

MR. O’CASEY’S EXPERIMENT. 

My sympathies in this rampus are chiefly 
with Mr. O'Casey. Mr. Yeats was never not- 
able for his tact, nor has he any skill in 
handling difficult situations. His intention, 
however, was kindly, if a trifle avuncular ; 
and Mr. QO’Casey, as a result, no doubt, of 
not unwarrantable rage, made less ac- 
knowledgment of the intention than he might 
have done. -It seems to me, however, - that, 
had wiser counsels, say, those of Dr. Starkie, 
‘sty rer at the Abbey, the play would have 

een performed with all its faults heavy upon 


t. 

Mr. @’Casey is experimenting in his new 
play, and, although his experiment is not 
entirely ‘successful, it is very impressive. The 
Abbey is better able than the majority ol 
theatres to allow an author to conduct experi- 
ments in public, which is the one sure method 
he has of testing them, and its directors 
ought, after expressing their opinions on the 
play, to have offered to produce it if Mr. 
O'Casey still wished for production. They 
have now, by their extraordinary bungling, 
made a breach between him and the Abbey 
which may not easily be repaired. 

“The Silver Tassie’’ is a singular piece. 

I find myself (adds Mr. Ervifie) in disagree- 
ment with Mr. Yeats and Mr. Robinson on 
the merits of its various acts. The first act, 
which they describe as brilliant, seems to me 
to be largely repetition of manner, whereas 
the remaining acts, and especially the third 
aud fourth, are full of fresh feeling and 
might, in performance, be terribly impres- 
sive. The first two acts are romantic and 
symbolic, but the third and fourth are starkly 
and bitterly realistic. Mr. Yeats’s critical 
‘udgment was never more at fault than when 
he belittled these acts because of their un- 
reality: their truth is terrifying. 
. The play is incoherent, and the characters 
seem. to spend most of their time in biting 
pieces out of themselves, so that we can 
scarcely ‘recognisesthem from scene to scene; 
bat the accumulative effect of it and of them 
is remarkable. Mr. O’Casey’s work may 
fairly be called a mixture of music-hall anf 
life. It is raw stuff, but it 1s living stuff; 
and it is passionately sincere.

FRENCH CHAMBER TRIES 
NOVEL DEVICE.

PARIS; Sunday. 

Experiments are being made in the French 
Chamber and Senate with a voting machine. 

The two voting urns, one “ For ” and the 
other “ Against,’’ are linked up electrically 
with an apparatus which can be fitted to any 
ordinary electric light plug. 

By pressing a button on this httle square 
box, not much bigger than a match box, one 
of the metal ‘‘ voting papers ” placed on a 
tray above the urns falls into whichever urn 
the deputy or senator may have chosen. The 
urn automatically registers both the weight 
and the number of the bulletins which are 
placed in it. : 

M. Bouisson, President of the Chamber, 
who, of course, does not vote, was so in- 
terested in the mechanism that he insisted 
on taking part in a trial “ vote’ also. He 
considered that a great deal oí time. would 
be saved by adopting the new arrangement.

Captain Tornborg, the leader of the 
Swedish Italia relief expedition, telegraph. 
ing to-day, says that fog again prevails. In 
a telegram of Saturday's date from the 
Quest he gives a few particulars of the 
rescue of Lieutenant Lundberg. He says 
that the seaplanes, 257 and 255, and a Moth 
machine, started that morning at ten minutes 
after midnight (Fridav), and that the Moth 
landed, and took off Lieutenant Lundborg, 
leaving immediately. 

The seaplanes dropped batteries and pro- 
visions for Lieutenant Vigliert and his com- 
panions, and all the machines landed on 
Esmark Island. As the Viglieri party could 
not be taken. off more than one at a time, 
the rescue work was temporarily suspended, 
and later in the day the machines returned to 
Murchison Bay, landing at 6 a.m. 

The Uppland machine returned shortly after 
midnight (Friday), having searched the coast 
of North-East Land. With. this flight the 
detailed inspection of North-East Land may 
be considered ended, no trace of the Malmoren 
party being found, 

Other telegrams state that the Moth 
machine which rescued Lieutenant Lundborg 
must have its engine completely overhauled 
before it can fly again.

While the local Kuomintang is very active 
sowing seed likely to bear troublesome fruit, 
those in authority for the time being appear 
determined to maintain control. 

The military commanders are known to 
have had long conversations, but no formal 
conference has been held. The Chinese Press 
gathers that the intention is to form a special 
army, composed of picked bodies ‘from the 
forces of each of the four commanders, for 
duty on the north-east frontier of Chibh, 
where it will await the result of political 
endeavour to secure Manchuria’s adherence 
to Nanking, this procedure being adopted in 
order to avoid the risk of complications with 
Japan. 

Although Chang Hsueb-Liang is stated to 
have been chosen to succeed his fathar, 
Chang Tso-Lio, by the Provincial Assembly 
of Manchuria, the position there is by no 
means assured owing to the wide differences 
between the Conservative and Progressive 
parties, to the latter of which young Chang 
is supposed to belong. 

The general feeling is that power in Mán- 
churia is likely to á acguired by whomso- 
ever can reach a satisfactory understanding 
with Japan. Some of Chang’s delegates have 
arrived in Peking, and part of the Man- 
churian troops have evacuated the Lwan 
River area. The question of disbandment is 
being widely discussed.

CHINA AND THE 
TREATIES. 


OFFICIAL NATIONALIST 
DECLARATION. 


From Revtrer’s CorRRESPONDENT- 
NANKING, Sunday. 


The following official declaration has ben. 


issued by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs ol 
the Nationalist Government :— 

‘The Nationalist Government, with a "iv 
to adapting themselves to present-day circum- 
stances, and, with the object of promo‘:ng the 
welfare of and friendly relations between 
China and the different countries, have always 
considered the abrogation of all the unequal 
Treaties and the conclusion of aew Treaties 
on a basis of equality and mutual respect for 
territorial sovereignty as the most pressing 
problem of the present time. —. 

These aims have been embodied in the de- 
clarations repeatedly made by the Nationalist 
Jovernment. “© Now that the unification of 
China is an accomplished fact, it is the task 
of the Nationalist Government to make every 
effort fully to realise these aims. While they 
will continue to afford protection to foreign 
lives and property in China, according to the 
law, the Nationalist Government hereby 
make the following specific declaration with 
regard to all unequal Treaties :— 

Firstly—All unequal Treaties between the 
Republic of China and.other countries which 
have already expired shall, ipso facto, be 
abrogated, and new Treaties. shall be con- 
cluded. 

Secondly—The Nationalist Government will 
immediately take steps to terminate, in ac- 
cordance with the proper procedure, those 
unequal Treaties which have not yet ex- 
pired and conclude new Treaties. 

Thirdly—In the case of old Treaties which 
have already expired, but have not yet been 
replaced by new Treafies, the Nationalist 
Government will promulgate appropriate in- 
terim regulations to meet the exigencies of 
such a situation. 

It was apparently decided at the last 
moment to drop Clauses 4 and 5, which it 
was reported yesterday would be included in 
the declaration. . These provided for equal 
treatment of foreigners with Chinese citizens, 
and for the enforcement of the existing 
schedule of taxes pending the promulgation 
of a new national tariff.

FIVE YEARS’ HARD 
LABOUR FOR MURDER. 


WOMAN SENTENCED.

VIENNA, By Mail. 

For the deliberate murder of her faithless 
lover, Josefa Schiefermayr, a cook at 
Aschach, near Wels, has been sentenced to 
five years’ hard labour. She killed him 
while he slept in a room with two other 
young men, cutting his throat with a sharp 
kitchen knife, which she had bought a short 
time before, 

The lover, Anton Schachner, a brewer's 
chauffeur, was the father of the woman's two 
children. He contributed to their support 
for some time, and then told her he was 
going to marry another woman. _Inflamed 
with jealousy, Josefa resolved to kill him. 

Arming herself with the kitchen knife, care- 
fully sharpened for the deed, she took off 
her shoes so as not to waken Schachner and his 
room mates; provided herself with matches 
that she might be sure of killing the right 
man, and.stole into the bedroom at the 
brewery and inflicted four severe wounds on 
Schachner’s throat. The dying man’s cafes 
awakened his mates, who found Josefa's 
handbag on the bed, her shoes outside the 
door and the murderess herself lying in a 
fainting fit close by. Clasped in her right 
hand was the kitchen knife, and in her left 
hand a box of matches. 

The woman admitted the murder, but 
bas that she could not remember what 
ad happened. 

he medical experts declined to believe 
this, and the jury found her guilty of murder 
by eight votes to four; but asked the Court 
to inflict a mild sentence. The judge agreed 
that she had suffered great provocation, and 
sent her to prison for five years.
